1866-1948 





Hundreds of the present residents of Wolfeboro were saddened 
by the death of Fred U. Landman, on October 5, 1948. Many of these 
residents had been former pupils during the 20 years that Sir. Land- 
man served as Superintendent of Schools of Supervisory Union #49. 

Mr. Landman was born in South Londonderry, Vermont, April 
4, 1866, the son of John T. and Martha (Aiken) Landman. He 
attended the public schools of his home town, Montpelier Seminary, 
was graduated from Leland and Grey Seminary at Townshend, Vt. 
in 1894 and from Bates College in 1898. 

He taught Latin, Mathematics and Debating in Maine Central 
Institute at Pittsfield, Me., for two years, after which he was elected 
Principal of the school. This position he held until he came to 
Wolfeboro as Superintendent of Schools in 1914. 

Mr. Landman was a tireless worker, and devoted himself whole- 
heartedly to the management of the schools under his supervision. 
The Carpenter School. Building, erected during his term of office, 
stands as one evidence of his understanding of the modern require- 
ments for the education of our youth. He laid great stress on 
character education, emphasizing clean sport, right living and equal 
opportunities for rich and poor alike. 

His leadership was recognized in the state. He was a member 
of the Educational Council, and of the National Education Associ- 
ation. He served as President of the State Teachers’ Association, and 
was a frequent speaker at Teachers’ Institutes, 

He was a member of the Congregational Church, Men’s Club, 
Rotary Club, Chamber of Commerce, Wolfeboro Historical Society, 
Masons, Eastern Star and Grange. His quick wit and magnetic per- 
sonality made him welcome in all groups. 

Mr. Landman was a public spirited citizen and his generous 
and unselfish contribution to the life of our town will not soon 
be forgotten. He was an outstanding example of Christian manhood 
at its best.

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THE SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Several much-needed projects of permanent construction were 
completed during the past year of 1948. 


The waterline of Lake Front Park was buttressed with a sturdy 
sea wall, built by authorization of Article 7 in the warrant for the 1948 
town meeting. As shown by the picture on page 10, this job has been 
completed with the exception of grading, construction of walk and 
connecting the wharves. This work will be completed in the spring. 


Another project of major importance was the construction of the 
Water Department’s new standpipe on North Main Street, which has 
a capacity of more than thirty times the capacity of the old one. As 
pointed out in the Superintendent’s report, this insures a sufficient water 
supply at all times for several] sections of the town which have pre- 
viously been greatly inconvenienced, especially during the summer 
months. 


During the past summer, a geographical survey was made of the 
town by means of aerial photography and ground transit lines. The 
surveyors have drawn new town maps showing all buildings within the 
precinct and assigning lot numbers every 100 feet on every street. Ar- 
rangements are being made to have a town map published. Property 
owners may ascertain correct street numbers for their buildings, from 
the Selectmen. 


Lake Front Park was further “dressed up” by the remodeling of 
the old station and the former restaurant into attractive modern build- 
ings. The remodeling of the two buildings was financed by the private 
business concerns which had leased the properties. Pictures of these 
construction projects on the lake front will be found on page 10. 


In November the Selectmen, accompanied by Highway Agent 
Leslie Chamberlain, and Stephen Boomer of the United States Agricul- 
tural Department, walked the town lines. The state law requires that 
this be done once in seven years. This task has become increasingly 
difficult because of the obscurity of many of the landmarks referred to 
in the original survey; however, the Selectmen were greatly assisted by 
Mr. Chamberlain, who was making the circuit for the fourth time. The 
Selectmen of the bordering towns surveyed the common boundaries at 
the same time. The picture on page 8 shows the Selectmen at one o} 
the markers in which they have cut the “1948.” 


The Highway Department has completed the work laid out by the 
1948 town meeting as shown by the report of the highway agent, on 
page 56. 


On order of the State Board of Health a septic tank and filter bed 
were installed at Mast Landing to take care of an undesirable situation 
which has existed there for some time.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S 
REPORT 


To the Legal Voters of the Town of Wolfeboro: 


Beginning in 1936 and until 1944, the me:ibers of the Wolfeboro 
Budget Committee were appointed by the Moderator. Since 1945, they 
have been elected along with other town officers. It has been encourag- 
ing to those who give their time to the work of this Committee to 
observe that, in every instance, opponents become supporters of this 
budgeting plan when they have had occasion to sit through mectings 
of the Committee. 

In common with most towns and governmental agencies encoun- 
tering higher costs and the public demand for improved service by all 
departments, the Budget Committee this year has faced a particularly 
difficult task. The Committee assumes that its responsibility is to recom- 
mend to the voters, at the Town Meeting, expenditures for the wise 
maintenance and development of the town’s property and _ facilities. 
keeping in mind a long-range perspective, and, also, to assure an 
economical use of the town’s funds and other assets. 

In order to present to the citizens further details of departmental] 
budgets, page references to the break-down, appear next to totals in the 
summarized statements below. 

Your Budget Committee, accordingly, submits the following report 
and the Budget for the Town of Wolfeboro for the year 1949. The 
following items are the recommendations to be acted upon at the Town 


Meeting, March 8, 1949:

Public Hearings of the Budget Committee were held at the Carpen- 
ter School on Jan. 19, 20 and 28th as advertised in the Granite State 
News.

HIGHWAYS 


In addition to the notes for Sewall Road and the state road, we 
recommend the following expenditures for road construction, funds for 
which are included in the Budget:

Dallas Road 500.00 
Pleasant Street Extension 500.09 
Keewaydin Road 1,000.00 


The Budget Committee recommends that the Selectmen lay out 
to best advantage the roadway of Pleasant Street Extension at Lakewood 
Avenue; $500.00 for this construction is included in the above items. 
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SCHOOLS 


To maintain the desired standards at our centralized grade school, 
costs continue at a high level. While some of the items have increased. 
the School Board has made adjustments within the total new budget 
for Carpenter School so that it is approximately the same 1s for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1949. 


In the event that Brewster Academy tuitions are raised from $100 
to $125 for each student, an additional payment of $4,150 will be 
required, bringing the total for these tuitions to $14,150 annually, which 
amount is included in the budget. It is this increase which carries the 
total school budget substantially above the figure for the current fisca! 
year. We recommend a net budget of $65,528 for schools. 


REFUSE AND GARBAGE COLLECTION 


A permanent commission of three citizens, one of whom is ap- 
pointed by the moderator each year for a term of three years, administers 
a Department of Sanitation. This Commission serves the town well in 
the management of the facilities for the disposal of rubbish, garbage 
and other waste. They are alert to opportunities for efficient collection 
and disposal of waste from residential and business areas. The Budget 
Committee recommends an appropriation of $3,568 for continuation 
of this work. See page 22 for detailed statement. 


SEWER BONDS 


The annual amortization of principal and interest on the Sewer 
Bonds thus far have been paid by the Water and Sewer Department. 
The Budget Committee felt that the question, whether or not the town 
should now make these payments until the earnings of the department 
are adequate to cover them, should be discussed and voted upon in the 
Town Meeting. The Budget Committee has included $5,000 in the 
recommended budget in case it is the will of the voters to have the 
town make the payments. 


BOSTON & MAINE RAILROAD STATION 


The Budget Committee recommends that the Town authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase the Boston & Maine railroad station and adjoin- 
ing property, for a sum not to exceed $5,000.00, said sum to be raised 
by notes, and instruct the Selectmen to clear the deeds on property 
now claimed by the Boston & Maine Railroad on Railroad Avenuc, 
and protect the highway rights between the present railroad statiou 
and the Goodwin block, after which the Selectmen shall sell the re- 
maining property to the best advantage of the Town. 


STATE TAX COMMISSION 


The Budget Committee recommends that the Town request the 
State Tax Commission to make a complete reappraisal of the land and 
buildings within the Town, to equalize valuations in accordance with 
the law, and appropriate $1,500.00 for this purpose. 
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LIBBY MUSEUM 


The Budget Committee recommends that the Selectmen be author- 
ized to take over the Libby Museum for the Town, from the present 
trustees, if approved by the Court, and appropriate $1,000.00 for re- 
pairs to and maintenance of the building. 


CLARK PARK 


The Budget Committee recommends that the Selectmen be author- 
ized to divide Clark Park into lots of suitable size, set fair prices on 
them, and sell them to private individuals for house lots. 


The Budget Committee extends thanks to the town, school and 
precinct officials whose co-operation has made the preparation of this 
Budget possible.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT 


During the past year, much new work has been accomplished in the 
Water Department. 

Because of the steady increase of our summer population, the old 
eight inch pressure regulating valve at Pine Hill had to be replaced by 
a new twelve inch one which will allow more water, at a steady pressure, 
to flow through the pipes when needed. 

On November 9th, our new standpipe, holding approximately 
159,000 gallons (compared with the old one which held 5,000 gallons) 
was put into operation. Not only does this standpipe build up approxi- 
mately twelve pounds more pressure throughout the town, but we feel 
certain that it will supply North Main Street and King Hill with 
sufficient water at all times. 

It may be of interest to all, to know that this work will be paid 
for from the earnings of the Water Department and none will be raised 
through taxation. 

Other new work in the Department consisted of the following: 

On Clark Road, we extended the two inch main pipe beyond the 
home of Ransom Goodrich, 225 feet to the new house built by Kirk 
Titus. On Pleasant Street extension, we extended the six inch main 
130 feet to the new house now under construction for Chester Fernald. 
At the Clark Road summer colony, we extended the two inch main 
pipe 200 feet to the new camp of Oscar Carlson. One old hydrant on 
Varney Road was replaced by a new one. 

During the year we added fourteen new customers to the system, 
and eight old service pipes were replaced with copper tubing. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


In the Sewer Department, very little new construction work was 
done during the past year. 

Only one new customer was added during the year, making a total 
of 249 connections to the new system. 

Owing to reasons beyond our control, the trickling filter beds at 
the treatment plant had to have two treatments of H. T. H., as recom- 
mended by the State Board of Health. 

Both pumping stations received one coat of paint, as well as other 
improvements to the buildings. 

By constant treatment of the Imhoff tanks we have reduced the 
amount of lime used from three tons in 1940 to approximately 200 
pounds a year. 
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Visitors are always welcome to inspect our pumping stations and 
treatment plant at any time. 


Once again, I wish to thank the citizens of Wolfeboro, as well as 
all members of the Water and Sewer Department for their co-operation 
during the past year.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town Library: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending January 1, 1949, 
is herewith presented. 

The year has been a busy one with an increase in the demand and 
circulation of both adult and juvenile books. Many of these books were 
of a serious and practical nature, being on the subject of useful or 
practical arts, science, and the fine arts. The borrowers were teachers, 
students, and other readers seeking information to help them in their 
studies or work. To meet these requests there was a marked increase 
in the books borrowed from the State Library. This is a service made 
available to libraries through state funds. 

The summer, too, brought many summer visitors to the library. This 
is always a pleasant and inspiring part of the year’s work. 

The observance of Children’s Book Week and the telling of stories 
to the children have helped to stimulate an interest and enthusiasm in 
the use of the library. 

During the year the library received many valuable gifts of books. 
A ten volume set of books, “Dictionary of American Biography,” has 
been a great addition to the reference department. Another gift included 
Nutting’s “Furniture Treasury,” and Untermeyer’s “Modern American 
Poetry” and “Anthology of New England Poets.” For these gifts and 
all others the librarian expresses appreciation. 

The circulation for the year has been 23,248 books and magazines 
of these classes: fiction, 12,605; non-fiction, 4,357; children’s books, 
6,286. Three hundred and forty-five new cards have been issued. The 
largest day’s circulation was 160 books and magazines, and the smallest 
nineteen. 

This year 360 books have been added to the combined libraries. 
Of these 73 were contributed.

THE WARMING HUT AT ABENAKI SKI SLOPE 
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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish brush and woods 
fires is glad to report a good year of forest protection in 1948. In spite 
of danger conditions nearly equalling at times those of 1947, when great 
losses were suffered in New Hampshire and New England, fire damage 
and loss this year have been gratifyingly low. 


With the continuing cooperation of all the people, we can hope 
to have another successful year in 1949. Let us remember that in any 
year, over 90% of all fires are caused by carelessness and that all of 
these man-caused fires are preventable. 


Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland than for many 
years in the past. Smokers, campers and tourists who use our outdoors 
are also more numerous than ever before. We must therefore be ready 
for fires which might occur but, above all, prevention by everyone is 
the greatest need. 


A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will help, 
as follows: 


(1) Always get a written permit from the warden before 
kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is not covered 
with snow. 


(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches and tobacco 
before dropping or throwing them down. In automo- 
biles, always use the ash trays. 


(3) Report fires and smokes to the warden without delay. 


The observance of these and other simple rules will go far to in- 
sure safety from fire damage and your cooperation in this way is 
earnestly solicited.

Gentlemen: 


Conforming to our usual custom with cooperating towns we have 
prepared a report on the White Pine Blister Rust Control work con- 
ducted in your town, during the season of 1948. 


Control measures of this serious disease of our native pine are 
conducted only after surveys of the town have been made. Detailed 
maps of the white pine areas and adjacent lands are prepared, and 
from such surveys information is obtained which determines the acreage 
over which it is necessary to destroy currant and gooseberry bushes, the 
plants which spread the Rust to white pine growth. These maps make 
for more efficient control work and in addition provide valuable in- 
formation needed in future rechecking of such acreages. 


The need of protecting white pine from the Rust is indicated by 
the position which this tree holds in our state economy. For many years 
the production of white pine has amounted to nearly 70 per cent of all 
lumber produced in New Hampshire. Last year, 1947, the lumber pro- 
duction of pine totaled 297,654,000 board feet, or 77 per cent of all 
timber species cut. White pine is demonstrating its ability to reestablish 
itself in spite of this tremendous cutting, for hundreds of thousands of 
acres of young, thrifty, growing pine have been observed on areas 
previously logged off. Since these younger stands are quickly killed, 
when infected by the Rust, it is important that they receive adequate 
protection from this disease. ‘That the value of white pine is well known 
and appreciated generally throughout New Hampshire is indicated by 
the action of 87 towns and cities, which appropriated over $29,000 for 
blister rust control in cooperation with the State.

This, of course, speaks well for the excel- 
lent management of our town departments and the individuals connected 
therewith. Inasmuch as widespread contagious and infectious diseases, 
when they occur, are directly traceable to water, milk and food supplies 
and their handlers, as well as to inadequate waste and sewage disposal, 
it is obvious that all of these matters are being well taken care of in 
Wolfeboro. 

Programs to detect and remedy physical diseases and deformities, 
as well as to prevent such, are being diligently carried out. The school 
children have been given complete physical examinations in the capable 
hands of Dr. Harold E. Gregory, and steps taken to correct any individ- 
ual difficulty found. The Orthopedic Clinics, ably managed by volunteer 
workers of the Public Health Nursing Association of Wolfeboro and 
Vicinity, Incorporated, with the cooperation of the Crippled Children’s 
Society of the State of New Hampshire, with Dr. A. Philip LaFrance 
in professional charge, have been held regularly at Huggins Hospital to 
evaluate and correct individual physical defects and deformities in this 
community and the surrounding towns. Mrs. Thomas MacAulay, R. N. 
has served very ably and faithfully as District and School Nurse, making 
visits and giving treatment and counsel to those in need of her services. 
She has also participated in the clinics and school examinations and has 
transported children in need of special attention for speech and mental 
difficulties to experts in these fields for evaluation of their unusual 
troubles and helpful treatment. Dr. John H. Clow and Dr. J. Edward 
Dunham are continuing with their Dental Clinics for the school children, 
which is a very much needed and worthwhile program. 

The recommendations of the Sanitation Committee, composed of 
Henry A. Stevens, Chairman, Jesse Gould, and Percy Candage, with 
regards to the disposal of garbage at the Pine Hill Dump were carried 
out very satisfactorily last year. This committee, as well as Local and 
State Health Departments, still aims towards the goal of having a public 
incinerator for the disposal of all waste and garbage since this method 
is not only the most efficient but also the most economical. ‘The largest 
cost for such a project is the construction of the incinerator building 
and furnaces. ‘Thereafter, the cost of operation would probably be more 
reasonable than our present methods of disposal. 

A disagreeable collection of surface water from overflowing septic 
tanks developed at the foot of High Street. Owners of these tanks made 
_ every effort to correct the situation but the character of the ground was 
not sufficient to absorb the overflow. Your Health Department with the 
consultation and advice of the State Board of Health solved this prob- 
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lem by having a septic tank constructed on town property on the south 
side of the main road opposite High Street. This tank not only will! 
collect surface water but also is available for any of the residences in 
that vicinity to connect their sewage systems thereto. 

Sewage disposal still continues to be a periodical problem in those 
parts of the town which are not connected with our excellent sewage 
disposal plant. It may be necessary in the future to extend collecting 
pipes beyond the Hospital, where they now terminate, to as far on 
South Main Street as the General Wolfe. In this area, certain individual 
residences are having difficulty with their septic tanks since the ground, 
apparently, can not adequately absorb the overflow. 

I should not only like to thank but also to compliment all the 
departments, their personnel, as well as the individuals in Wolfeboro, 
for their fine cooperation in helping to keep Wolfeboro a healthful 
community.

During the year five meetings were held and always with a quorum 
present. 

With regret, we accepted last year the resignation of Miss Dencie 
Ward, who has served our organization faithfully for four years. We 
feel fortunate, however, in having been able to secure the services of 
Mrs. Thomas McAuley, who has worked on a part-time basis, covering 
both the school and the district nursing service. This arrangement has 
proved most satisfactory, keeping a close relation between school and 
home. 

The association found it necessary to buy a new car this year, as 
the nurse sometimes has to take patients out of town. It was advisable 
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for her to have adequate transportation. It is our earnest wish that all 
who need help for the sick, who are in their own homes, will remember 
that a nurse is available to then. 

During the summer a membership drive was held by mail. This 
campaign was held, not only to raise funds to enlarge the work of the 
Nursing Committee, but also to inform the people of Wolfeboro and 
vicinity as to just what the association is trying to accomplish. The 
response was wonderful and the membership is now over 200.

Because of the large number of patients referred to the bi-monthly 
orthopedic clinic, we have had two extra clinics this past year. These 
eight clinics had an average attendance of twenty-four, including some 
patients from Ossipee, Madison, Moultonboro, and Alton. Of ninety-six 
Wolfeboro patients treated this year, eleven have improved and been 
discharged. Mrs. Earl Crosby has continued her excellent work as 
physiotherapist, working in conjunction with the State Staff for the 
orthopedic clinics, making home visits before and after clinics and super- 
vising the children’s exercises. 

The New Hampshire Society for Crippled Children and Handi- 
capped Persons pays part of her expenses and the Nursing Association 
takes care of the necessary transportation of patients. She also has 
worked with three patients who have had poliomyelitis. This work is 
financed by the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

Through the generosity of Wolfeboro Service Organizations, we 
have raised money for a Dental Clinic. This money will do a consider- 
able amount of badly needed dentistry, which was found when the 
dental examinations were made at school. We appreciate the coopera- 
tion of Dr. John Clow and Dr. J. E. Dunham with this worthy project. 
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Speech correction classes held during the summer months improved 
the speech of several children. Lip reading classes have been very bene- 
ficial to two children. The four children taken to the Mental Hygiene 
Clinics showed improvement. 

Mrs. MacAulay is teaching a course in Personal Hygiene to the 
seventh and eighth grade girls, and together with Mr. Robert Hawkes, 
is going to have classes in First Aid at Carpenter School this spring. A 
nutrition program has been planned at school under the direction of 
Mrs. Carl Armstrong. 

The Public Health Nursing Committee, through the generosity of 
several organizations, was able to send three girls to a Girl Scout Camp 
for two weeks, and a boy with spastic paralysis to a Crippled Children’s 
Camp in Maine for the whole camp season. We would like very much 
to be able to give more boys and girls the opportunity to enjoy the 
healthful and educational advantages of camp life. 

The aim of the Nursing Committee is to further the growth of the 
best public health nursing services possible for everyone in this commu- 
nity. With continued interest and cooperation of the people of Wolfeboro 
this is possible.
